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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e)

With respect to claim 6, the claim is a withdrawn claim and is thus treated as a withdrawn 
currently amended claim. The claim is thus not considered for merit. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The spccillcalion shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process ol' making 
and using it, in such fuU, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the ail lo which it 
pertains, or with which il is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the hcsl mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 10-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

The specification and the drawings are not supportive of the limitations to the "collars 
and set screws". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Paragraph c line 2 "the one each " is confusing. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the iiiveutiou was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign cotmtry or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mori et al (42585 16). 
Mori figures 2-3 shows an interchangeable raised access floor panel comprising a floor 

panel plate having four comer portions, four lateral edge portions, a substantially flat upper and 
lower surface, the top and bottom surfaces defining a thickness, four threaded collars (22) in the 
floor panel plate, one ach positioned adjacent to each of the comer portions, four set screws (28), 
each having an upper tool receiving end and a lower foot end, the upper tool receiving end 
connected to the each of the collars and the lower foot end for urging the set screws against a 
pedestal support (23) head for vertical adjustment of the floor panel plate in relation to the 
pedestal support head. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 7-9 are allowed. 

4. Claim 1 1 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1,7-11 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

6. The declaration to Gary Meyer under 37 CFR 1 .132 filed 1/16/09 is insufficient to 
overcome the rejection of claims 10-11 based upon the references as set forth in the last Office 
action because: the reference reads on the claimed limitations. 

Conclusion

disclosure. The prior art shows different panel and pedestal designs.
